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SHINING IN OLD AGE. 


An Estate Worth $45,000 Tumbles Into 
a Widow's Lap. 

Washington, August 29.—(Spécial.)—One 
of the happiest persons in Washington is 
the widow of the late Colonel Jack Brown, 
of Georgia. A fortune amounting to per- 
haps $45,000 will soon be delivered to her, 
The last few years of Mis. Brown's life 
have been very hard ones, and the little 
woman has stood them bravely. 

Mrs, Brown Was Miss Vanleer, of old 
Virginia stock. Her grandfaiher was 
Judge Rex, of Pennsylvania. ‘ier parents 
moved to Americus, Ga., during the war, 
and Miss VanLeer was at one time one 
of the belles of the south. 

Through the influence of Colonel Brown, 
Miss VanLeer received an appointment in 
the ainterior department about eight years 
ago. Shortly after this she married him. 
Colonel Brown was very wealthy, and he 
and his wife lived the happiest of lives 
until the husband’s sudden death. Through 
technicalities of law, she was de- 
of his money and insurance. In 
again, through friends of her 
deceased husband, received a position in 
the patent office, which she held until 
about a year ago. She was entirely with- 
cut money, but some frierds advanced her 
enough to enable her to rent a smali flat 
on the top floor of a downtown office build- 
ing, aud there, with another iriend in 
rediced circumstances, Mrs. Brown, ac- 
customed to luxury, has lived very humbly. 

Lately, three lawyers who have kindly 
interested themselves in Mrs, Brown's Dbe- 
half, because of their intimacy with her 
popular husband, have brought to light 
facts which show that the large estate 
of her father, the late Colonel VanLeer, 
had been leasei during his life and is 
now without an owner. No one had a 
lawful right to the property except Mrs. 
Brown. "fr:e whole is estimated te be 
worth $45,000. There is no doubt that the 
deeds and money will be turned over to 
Mrs. Brown within a few days. 

Colonel Jack Brown was a noted officer 
of the confederate army, and was after- 
wards prominent in politics. After the 
war Colonel Brown became @ republican, 
and ran for congress in the Americus dis-

after this he took up his residence in 
Washington ‘and lived there for man-# 
years.

About the Inquiry Being Held at Ku- 
cheng. 

Washington, August 29,—Acting Secretary 
of State Adee had a long talk today with 
Yang Yu, the Chinese minister, about the 
present condition of the relations of the 
United States with China growing out of 


the Kucheng massacre. The minister came 


to the department by appointment at ll 
o’clack. accompanied by his two interpre- 
ters, Mr. Chung and Mr. Scze, ail attired in 
the silken robes of their station. They 
were ushered into the diplomatic room, 
where Acting Secretary Adee and Assist- 
ant Secretary Rockhill joined them. Mr. 
Rockhill, who speaks Chinese, assisted in 
interpreting. 

The conference lasted for an hour and 
was devoted principally to an exchange of 
information cabled the state department 
and the minister from Peking. It was 
shown conclusively by these messages that 
the inquiry at Kucheng was proceeding 
without interruption, and that the tsung li 
yamen, or Ch:nese board of foreign ‘affairs, 
was giving every assistance io ftac'litate 
the efforts of the American and British 
commissioners to get at the facts. There 
was nothing in any of the cablegrams re- 
ceived to show how many arrests had been 
made at Kucheng, or the number of con- 
v.ctions, 1f any, secured. 
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CONTRACTORS HELD RESPONSIBLE 


For the Lives Lost in the Collapsed 
Building. 

New York, August 29.—The coroner’s jury 
which has been investigating the collapse 
of the Ireland building, corner of West 
Broadway and West Third streets, three 
weeks ago, were today charged by the coro- 


ner and retired at 11:45 o’clock a. m. to con- 


sider their verdict. The coroner concluded 
his charge as rollows: 

‘The question for you to decide is, what 
was the primary cause and could it have 
been avoided and the lives of these men 
saved? If it could have been, then it is 
your duty to designate by name every per- 
son who you may deem culpabie of eithe* 
negligence, carelessness, incompetency or 
indifference.”’ 

The jury came in at 6:15 o’clock this af- 
ternoon and held the following men re- 
sponsible for the death of those who were 
«xilled in the collapsed building: 

John Parker, Thomas Walker, Charles 
R. Behrens, Thomas Murray, Edward J. 
Youdale and Dennis A. Buckley. 

Joseph Guider and John E. Selleck were 
exonerated by the jury. 

The collapse,\ the jury says, was caused 
by insufficient foundation, and that the mid- 
dle column was weakened by being above 
the old cistern. The iron work of the old 
building was defective. ¢

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RANSOM GOES BACK 


He Takes the Oath of Office as Min- 
ister to Mexico, 


WILL RETURN 70 THAT COUNTRY 


The Point Made by the Department 
Clerk Cuts His Salary. 


BUT IT DOES NO MATERIAL G000 


Just a Bit of Official Red Tape, but, This 
Time an Official Is the Victim. 
Washington News. 


Washington, August 29.—Hon. Matt W. 
Ransom arrived in Washington last night, 
and bright and early this moruing apvear- 
ed at the state department, where he took 
the oath of cffice before a notary public 
to enable him to reassume the duties of 
the Mexican mission. Mr. Ransom’s 6us- 
pended salary will be resumed from the 
date of the cath, 

Minister Matt W. Ransom will remain 
in Washington a day or two and then go 
to North Carclina, whence he will take 
his departure for Mexico a week or ten 
days later. 

A rumor was current about the depart- 
ment today tlat Mr. Ransom’s physicians 
had advised him not to return to Mexico, 
but the minister himself stated to a re- 
porter that this was untrue. He expected, 
he said, to go to Mexico this time in far 
‘better physical condition than he 
last spring, and that he would experience 
no ill effects from his stay there, The 
story probably had its origin in the fact 
that Dr. Bray, superintendent of the Ameri- 
can hospital in Mexico; who attended the 
late Minister Gray in his last illness, and 
who was also called in by Mr. Ransom, 
advised the state department that Mr. 
Ransom could not stand the climate of 
that place. Dr. Bibb, surgeon-general! of 
the Mexican Central railway, who also 
attended the minister, differed from Dr. 
Bray, and he told Mr. Ransom that if he 
would return to the United States and 
recover his wonted health he could then 
go to Mexico with as much assurance of 
maintaining his health as any one, 

It was learned today that when the 
question of Mr. Ransom’s right to hold the 
office of minister to Mexico was raised 
in the treasury department, he at once 
forwarded his resignation to the president, 
in order that the latter might not be em- 
barrassed. It is understood that the presi- 
dent and Mr. Ransom both believed the 
appointment of Mr. Ransom to the Mexican 
mission was not completed until the latter 
aceepted the appointment and took the 
oath. which was net done until Mr, Ran- 
som’s senatorial term had expired. 

Mir. Ransom’s acceptance of the office 
disposes of all speculation as to the matter 
of his payment of his salary trom July ist 
to August 24th, the date of his reappoint- 
ment. It will not be paid at all. 


NORTH CAROLINA DEMOCRATS. 


Leaders Confer About Silver—The Sen- 
timent in Favor of Silver. 


Raleigh, N. C., August 29.—At the demo- 
cratic silver sconference at ‘Washington 
recently, ex-Senator Jarvis, Representative 
John S. Lock»iart and Josephus Daniels 
were requested to suggest the name of a 
man to act as North Carolina’s member 
of the national committee. Today these 
gentlemen met here and held a confer- 
ence, at which W. C. Dowd, E. C. Smith, 
W. H. Day, B. C. Beckwith, W. M. Russ, 
S. A. Ashe, Ashley Horne and N. B. 
Broughton were present. It was decided 
not to be expedient to name a committee- 
man, so no name was suggested. 

After this matter had been disposed of, 
the question of indorsing the state silver 
convention called by E. C. Smith, was 
brought up. some favored indorsing it, 
others opposed it because it is a populist 
move, and so nothing whatever was done, 
as there was no authority to take action.

“lhe news that General Campos had de- 
cided tu withdraw has been known ii Cu- 
ban circles for some time. He Knows bet- 
ter than any one else-the danger he has of 
being defeata=d by the furces of the Cu. 
bans, and does not care to risk his life for 
victories to end it in an ignominious caree”. 

“I have received direct infcrmaéion {rom 
the seat of war and can assure you that the 
Cubans are not being siaughtered off as the 
dispatches would indicate. I have kept a 
record for the month of July of the number 
of dead and wounded, as well as prisoners, 
taken by the Spaniards from our force, 
and it reaches the important figure of 7,983 
men. I do not know anything more prolific 
than the writers of the dispatches of the 
Spanish army. In conversation a few days 
ago with a gentleman who left the side of 
General Maceo but two weeks ago, he told 
me that the reports.of the Spanish armies 
were all distorted and could not be relied 
upon. 

“I have positive information that Roloff 
and Sanchez have the province of Santa 
Claia terrified. They have been using the 
dynamite they brought with them and have 
destroyed bridges and buildings used hy the 
Spaniards as storage places, taking“ the 
arms and ammunition that they had in 
those places. At a little place near Santa 
Spiritus, named Congo, they captured a 
fort and warehouse and took 150 Manser 
rifies and 15,000 rounds of ammunition, be- 
sides a goodly quantity of side arms.”

‘“‘We are striving to make the Tilinois ex- 
hibit the best in thé negro building,” said 
Commissioner Dawson, “but at the outset 
We are hampered by lack of money. We 
get nothing from the Illinois state appro- 
priation and the exposition lends no aid 
for the collection, installation or supervie- 
ion of exhibits.

KEENER SENTENCED 


October 18th Next Set as the Day of 
His Execation. 


HIS CRIME WAS A DOUBLE MURDER 


Killed Two of His Cousins, Being 
Jealous of One. 


LAURA MOORE'S STORY IS THRILLING 


She Seised the Murderer and Held Him 
While Her Sister Ran Away-—lIt 
Was a Scnsational Tragedy. 


Tallulah Falls, Ga., August 29.—(Special.) 
Seymour Keener was sentenced today by 
Judge Kimsey, at Clayton, to be hanged 
October 18th. 

It will be remembered that Keener kilied 
his two cousins, Leonia and Arizona Moore, 
on Sunday afternoon, June 23d last. 

The tTlial was very interesting. The court- 
house was crowded while it was in pro- 
gress, : 

The state was represented by Solicitor 
Howard Thompson, who made out a strong 
case. 

Laura Moore, a sister of the two murdered 
girls, was the state’s main witness. 

Her testimony in effect was that on the 
Sunday afternoon of the tragedy she and 
her two sisters left their home to visit a 
neighbor, who lived some distance away, 
in the Tennessee valley. They had to go 
by Keener’s home and he saw them pass. 

Three years before he had threatened to 
kill Arizona because she declined to accept 
his attentions. 

On that occasion she said to him: “Sey- 
mour, you seem more like a brother than a 
sweetheart to me.”’ 

This made him furious, and he declared 
that she would regret it some day. Ever 
after Arizona was afraid of him. How- 
ever, as Seymour was her own cousin it 
was not believed possible by her friends 
and relatives that he could be so heartless 
as to carry out his threat. But Arizona 
knew that he was jealous, and she was 
very careful about going with young men. 
Sometime back Keener was discovered 
with a gun lurking about the Moore farm, 
and it was found that he had put up a 
blind and was accustomed to hide behind 
it, hoping to get a shot at his cousin. At 
least that is the conclusion since reached. 

It_ seems that as soon as his three cousins 
passed his hiouse going to call on their 
friends, he began to prepare to mect them. 
He. took two pistols, some cartridges and 
about $180 in cash which he had in his 
house. He did not follow the girls as was 
first reported, but went back along the road

Gillam was endeavor- 
ing to organize a loca! branch here and the 
show was given for the purpose of attract- 
ing a crowd. A man named Burnett and 
two companions were ejected from the 
grounds for creating a disturbance.

BASILY OVERTAKES BOTH OF THEM 


But the Wind Conditions Were Espe- 
cially Favorable to the Britisher. 


DEFENDER OUISAILS THE VIGILANT 


Captain Hank Haff Was Not So Prudent 
as Commodors Gould, but His 
Nerve Won Him the Race. 


New York, August 29.—The severe drub- 
bing which the Defender administered .to 
the Vigilant in the second of the official 
trial races today has had the effect of 
considerably reviving the hopes of yachts- 
men in this vicinity, which have been 
drooping somewhat since the syndicate 
boat broke down in her last race and 
failed to finish. It was evident that she 
was much improved by the substitution of 
a thicker stick for her old one, and she 
was able to carry a medium sized club 
topsail through the squall which struck the 
two boats on the last leg, standing up as

Yachts and tugs closed *n 
around the Dunraven cutter until it seem- 
she hardly had room for 
sailing. 
Peculiar wind conditions served to make 
this appearance of the Valkyrie almdst a 
sensational one.

Variable Winds. 

The course decided upon for today's 1ace 
was triangular, eight miles to a leg. The 
first leg was laid soutfieast; the second 
nort® by east one-half east, and the third 
leg west by south, At the start the wind 
was nearly due west, so that the first 
leg was a broad reach, and the second 
would have been a reach also ‘:ad not the 
wind hauled around tothe south-southwest, 
making it practically a run. The lIatt leg 
was a close reach. The weather cund't'cng 
were extremely variegated throughout the 
race. On the first leg, the breeze was 
blowing about seven knots at ‘he Start, 
but before the mark was reached it died 
away until the yachts were almust ke- 
calmed. At that time, and later, it was 
excessively hot, On the second leg the 
breeze was a fair one for a time, but 
again died away almost to nothing. On 
the reach home it blew up a squall, with 
rain, thunder and lightning. At one time 
the wind reached thirty-five knots. 

The three yachts spent last night at. 
anchor fn the horseshoe, Alongside the 
Vigilant lay her owner's steam yacht, At- 
alanta. Commodore Gould went aboard the 
Vigilant before she moved out and sailed 
on her in the race, It was shortly after 
9 o’clock when she cast off her moorings 


sails, she cast off her tow 
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for position the Vigilant had the best of it. 
One minute before the signal both were on 
the starboard tack close hauled north of 
the lightship and the Vigilant was to wind- 
ward. Both had plenty of lower sails, ciub 
sails and balloon top sails were up in 
stops. The Defender tore over the line at 
11:20:38, und the Vigilant at 11:20:40. The 
bowsprit of the Vigilant was lapping the 
stern of the Defender and was on the 
weather quarter of the new boat. Had the 
dJatter been 4 slow boat she would have 
been blanketed. The wind at the start was 
coming out of the west at an eight-knot 
ee two boats moved away from the line 
as though there were an invisible bond he- 
tween them, and balloons drawing and big 
top sails bellied out they were off on a reach 
of eight miles out to Sea.

93. ‘The balloon jib top sail of the Defend- 
er did better work than the similar sail of 
the Vigilant, and the syndicate boat glided 
through the water with an casier motion 
and in half an hour had eight lengths to 

the good, The breeze gradually iost strength 
and the yachts failed to keep up the burst 
of speed they showed at the start. 

The English Boat in Pursult. 

The Valkyrie, with Lord Dunraven on 
board was coming out of the hook when 
the rece was started. She was a good mile 
and a half behind. Her canvas was main- 
sail, club top sail, jib stay sail and No. 2 
jib top sail. She bowled along at a good 
rate and afforded an excellent opportunity 
for comparison with the American boats. 
The British boat sat lower on the water, 
had less free board, as sailormen say, and 
her nose had more of a sharklike hook. 

Her top mast seemed a little more lofty, 
her bowsprit a foot or two longer and the 
steel boom reached further aft than the lat- 
est Herreshoff creation. Her gray steel 
boom did not look as well as the yellow 
spars of the yankee boats and her black 
hull was not near so handsome as the glit- 
tering white sides of the American sloops. 

At 11:40 the Valkyrie changed her topsail 
for one of voluminous proportions. 

While the American boats were almost in 
the doldrums, so light was the wind for an 
hour after the start, the jritish boat 
geemed to have a good breeze and dashed 
along with a surprising gait. The appari- 
tion of the cup-hunter bowling along over 
the course while the two American boats 
were lolling from side. to side with barely 
steerage way was not pleasing to the 
patriots on board of the excursion steam- 
ers and attendant yachts. 

She lost the wind at 12:31 and drifted as 
the Americans were doing, but in her drift- 
ing she was creeping up on‘ the Vigilant 
and probably on Defender also. 

Then at 12:33, when an elegant oppor- 
tunity was offered for comparison with the 
white sloops, Lord Dunraven’s “boat jibed 
and headed back toward the lightship. 
There was a freshening breeze from the 
southwest and the Defender, catching it 
before the Vigilant, increased her lead to 
nearly half a mile. The direction of the 
wind made it necessary for Captain Haff 
to make short tackS to port in order to 
reach the first turn. The Vigilant laid a 
better course and got there without tack- 
ing. The Defender turned at 2.01, Vigilant 
at 2:06:17. 

The run to the second mark was unevent- 
ful. The Defender gained three minutes 
and thirteen seconds on the run with spin- 
nakers. The time at the second turn, which 
was off Rockaway, was: Defender, 3:16:30; 
Vigilant, 3:24:00. 

Haff Loses a Jib. 

The run home was a close reach and in 
the breeze, which was again freshening, the 
two yachts showed signs of life. Then the 
bank of clouds in the west sent a storm of 
rain, wind and thunder and lightning down 
over the course, and there was a merry 
time for a quarter of an hour. The Defend- 
er caught the squall first at 3:25. Captain 
Haff luffed the boat up in the wind and she 
straightened up. Down came her baby 
jib top sail, but no move toward further 
Shortening of sail was made. The people 
on the Vigilant were more cautious. 

They first took in the baby jib topsail, 
and a minute later the club topsail. As 
they did so the squall hit them and the 
boat almost showed her centerboard, At 
3:30 the wind was blowing thirty-five miles 
an hour and the sea was white with foam. 
At 3:32 there was a sharp report and the 
jib of the Defender split along the middle 
seam. 

The Vigilant was making weather of it, 
taking big dashes of spray over her bows 
and iaying down low before the sudden 
puffs of wind. 

At 3:40 the center of the squall having 
passed and left a strong southwest breeze, 
the Defender set a new jib and dashed 
ahead toward the finish. The Vigilant sent 
up a working topsaii and heeled well over, 
and endeavored to catch the syndicate boat. 
The latter was a zo00d two miles ahead 
and going fast. At 3:50 the Defender sent 
up a baby jib topsail and two minutes later 
the Vigilant followed suit. The new sloop 
Taced away toward the lightship and 
crossed at 4:10:08. 

The Wind was dropping rapidly and the 
Vigilant, thouzh beaten by about pine min- 
utes at the time the Defender finished, was 
unable to reach the finish line until 4:28:23

Raleigh, N. C., August 29.—(Special.)—

NORTH CAROLINA NEGROES 


Issue a Call for a State Convention in 
September. 

Raleigh, N. C., August 29.—A call for a 
negro state convention has been issued, the 
date being September llth. It says tuat the 
negroes have certain things they desire to 
say to the people of the state generaily 
along the lines of industrial, educational 
and political welfare, and believe the pres- 
ent to be the most opportune time to give 
expression to their desires, it being between 
elections and a time free from political ex- 
citement. It is asserted that it will be the 
most important gathering of negroes that 
has taken place since their freedom, They 
desire to say to the politicians. of the siate 
what they should do for the negroes who 
compose three-fourths of the voting popula- 
tion of the republican party. The call 
says: 

“We desire to use that vote intelligently, 
so that the results of our voting may be 
redounding in benefit to the whole race, 
rather than to a few men who attempt to 
lead our race to get places for themselves. 
We.want a larger appropriation for color- 
ed schools. We want a colored man appoint- 
ed or nominated to some office of dignity 
and honor in the state; we want an equal 
distribution of the smaller offices among 
colored and whites alike; we realize that 
if we leave this matter to the average poll. 
ticilan we can never get the recognition de- 
fanded. Now is the time to speak in no un- 
certain way, so those who expect our votes 
will give us consideration. We have. been 
voting thirty years, and although the men 
we vote for get elected, we are not bene- 
fited. The only way of remedying this evil 
is in union and the expression of the best 
sentiment. of our people in the state.’ 


SPELLED IT “OAKES.” 


Forgers Who Didn’t Know tile Secre- 
tary of the Interior’s Name. 

Washington, August 29.—The holding of 
Streetor and Cox to the federal grand 
jury in Chicago for the forging of the 
names of President Cleveland and Secre- 
tary Hoke Smith to a land grant recalls 
about as bungling a piece of work as has 
come to Nght in the interior department 
for a long time. Some time ago Streetor 
applied to the land ofiice for and received 
a certified copy of the patent issued by 
President Van -Buren in 1837 to Kinzie 
covering a portion of the Chicago lake 
front. With this he proceeded to construct 
a grant that was to make Streetor and 
tox #independiently rich. The name of 
Van Buren was erased and that of Cleve- 
jand substituted. In Van Buren’s days the 
crants were countersigned by the presi- 
dent’s private secretary and the name of 
that official was erased and that of the 
present secretary of the interior was sub- 
stituted, his first mame being spelled 
“Oakes” Smith instead of ‘“‘Hoke’ Smith. 
he unfamiliarity of the forgers with the 
husiness of the land offices also led them 
into another error that made the fraud 
very apparent. President Cleveland does 
not sign land grants. This work is done by 
‘Miss Maria McKean, designated by the 
president for that purpose. The name of 
the recorder found in this certified copy 
was also changed with the intention of 
having the #present recorder’s name ap- 
pear. Instead of getting the name of Re- 
corder Lamar in the instrument the name 
of Commis@#oner of the Land Office Lame- 
reaux was used. Thus the whole thing 
was badly ‘bungled, but, still, upon such

Railroads Badly Washed, 

Galveston, Tex., August 29.—The much- 
heralded storm arrived this morning. There 
was plenty of rain and wind, ‘The sea is 
very high and a vast amount of damage has 
been done to the jetties. There are many 
gaps washed in both the jetties and the 
pilot boat reports passing several sections 
of the jetty railroad track floating in the 
bay. They passed one section two hundred 
feet long, with all the ties, stringers and 
rails complete. 

The sea is too rough for vessels to cross 
the bar.

LAWYERS AT DETROIT. 


Yesterday’s Session of the American 
Bar Association. 

Detroit, Mich., August 29.—This morning's 
session of the American Bar Association 
was principally taken up with reports of 
standing and special committees. The com- 
mittee on expression and classification had 
no report to offer. 

Professor. Bradley Thayer made a verbal 
report for the committee on Indian legisla- 
tion, in which he said the Indians were even 
in a worse condition than ever. The state 
of affairs owing to the lack of regulations 
on some reservations was deplorable, and 
he cited the recent events in connection 
with the Bannock Indian troubles to show 
the need of legislation. 

Professor Bradley Thayer offered the fol- 
lowing resolution, which Was adopted: 

“Resolved, That the committee on Indian 
legislation be instructed to ask the secre- 
tary of the interior that an early investiga- 


| tion be made into the condition of the trib- 


al Indians and other persons residing on the 
Indian reservations to the end that a gov- 
ernment of law and the administration of 
justice by court may be extended to those 
parts of the country at the earliest practi- 
cable moment.” 

Judge Brester reported for the special 
committee on uniform laws. Since the last 
report, six states and one territory have ap- 
pqinted commissions on uniform state laws 
—Florida, Maine, Missouri, Colorado, Ver- 
mont, Kansas and Oklahoma. Some of the 
proposed laws recommended by the con- 
vention of commissioners have been adopted 
in Massachusetts, Connecticut, Wisconsin, 
New York, Lllinois and Michigan. The 
committee urged that no state commission 
should be appointed without provision for 
all necessary expenses. On motion the spe- 
cjal committee was continued until the next 
meeting. 

The committee on federal code of criminal 
procedure reported that progress in its work 
was necessarily slow, and that more time 
was needed and that the committee was 
also continued until next year. ' 

The report of the committee on patent 
law was next read, received and placed on 
file. A resolution was adopted that a com- 
mittee on patent law be continued with 
power to lay the amendments yecommended 
by it before congress and work for their 
adoption. The report of the committee on 
law reporting was a voluminous one. 

The committee found the multiplicity of 
reported decisions a matter of serious con- 
sideration, and a question difficult of solu- 
tion. Briefer opinions were suggested as 
one way to lessen the volume of printed 
matter, Statistics were given as to the 
number of printed pages, size of volume, 
type, etc. The report was placed on file 
and on motion the committee was made a 
standing, instead of a special committee. It 
will be Known as the committee on law re- 
porting and digesting. The present mem»-rs 
hold over. Austin Abbott will be asked to 
act with the committee in preparing a skel. 
eton digest of the statutes of all the states. 
The names of twenty-seven new members 
were presented and they were elected.

Macon, Ga., August 29.—(Special.)—When 
Judge Grigés, of the Pataula circuit, con- 
yened Bibb superior court in special ses- 
gion today he fourd a large array of at- 
torneys, litigants and spectators present.

On account of the sickness of ex-Judge 
Clifford Anderson, one of the attorneys of 
Mr. W. B. Sparks, the petition of Mr. 
Sparks to enjoin payment of $49,000 to the 
bondholders’ committee was postponed until 
September 13th, when it will be heard by 
Judge Griggs at Dawson. 

Colonel John R. Young was appointed a 
commissioner to sell at private sale private 
car No. 100 of the Georgia Southern sys- 
tem to satisfy the different ownership in- 
terests in the car. 

It was ordered that the public sale of 
lands belonging to the Macon Construction 
Company commence on October 26th by the 
commissioners, B. M. Davis, Emmet Barnes 
and Washington Dessau. Lands lying in 
Bibb will be sold on Saturday, October 26th; 
in Houston, on Monday, October 28th, and 
lands in other counties on each successive 
day. 

The petition of Gustin, Guerry & Hall, 
counsel for the receiver of the Macon and 
Birmingham railroad, was granted, to-wit: 
That they be allowed $1,200 per annum from 
March 10, 1891, to May 5, 1895, and $1,000 for 
services since May 6,°1895, to the time of 
the discharge of the receiver. They have 
been paid $700 during the period from March 
10, 1891, to May 65, 1895, and this amount is 
to be credited to the above allowance of 
$1,200 per annum. 

The petition of the Georgia Southern and

Knocked from an Engine and Crush- 
ed Undera Train. 


Cedartown, Ga., August 29.—(Special.)— 
This city was shocked today by a horrible 
tragedy in the death of one of its promi- 
ment citizens, Colonel W. L. Hickman. 
He was general manager of the North 
Georgia Mining Company, a large mining 
corporation of Polk county.

The Enemies of Cotton. 

Colonel Papsiey, of Cave Spring, brought 
to the office of your correspondent a num- 
ber of cotton caterpillars and green cotton 
bolls infected by the boll worm this mornh- 
ing. These pests, both of which play such 
havoc with the cotton crop, have appeared 
in great numbers in that locality, and the 
farmers are very blue over the prospect. 

The second crop of the caterpillars has 
appeared and are about matured and the 
planters familiar with their habits say that 
when the third crop appears they do the 
real damage. In an ordinary season 
there would not be so much 
danger, but this year’ the season is 
at beast two weeks behind the ordinary 
year, and the recent rains have kept the 
weed growing and full of sap, so that there 
is none of the crop matured scarcely. 

The boll worms are infesting Colonel Cor- 
put’s farm, where he is growing the fancy 
varieties for the Floyd county exhibit, 
and it is feared they will-seriously dam- 
age the crop.

NO LACK OF CARS. 


The Southern Railway Will Meet the 
Emergency éf Exposition Traffic. 


TRAINS EVERY FIVE OR TEN MINUTES 


Large Open Cars Will Run on Through 
BSehedules Over the Double Track 
Lines—Other Railroad News. 


The Southern railway will certainly be 
ready to handle the crowds to and from 
the exposition. 

The officials of the company all declare 
that the issue which has been raised ques- 
tioning the read’s capacity is entirely with- 
out grourd. 

It seems to have been questioned.at re- 
cent meetings of the exposition board 
whether the Southern’s service would be 
sufficient to meet the demands. 

It is stated by the officials of the South- 
ern that they will be in position to haul 
209,000 passengers each day. 

The doyble tracks to the grounds will 
give the Southern a splendid opportunity 
to capture the great bulk of the people 
from the city and back at night if the 
trains are made to run in rapid succession 
and good order is maintained at both ends 
of the lines where the cars are to be loaded 
with the people. 

The trains will run every five or ten 
minutes to suit the demands of travel and 
they will be made up of ten or a dozen 
of the large cpen cars which the South- 
ern has recently had made at the factory 
for this purpose. These cars are spacious 
and will carry great numbers cf passen- 
gers. 

The trains will not stop on the way and 
the trip will be made in about ten or twelve 
minutes. 

The capacity will be about 20,000 per hour 
in case of a rush. 

What has been questioned in the meet- 
ings of the expcsition directors was, would 
the railroad be able to get a great crowd 
away from the grounds late at night in 
sufliciently short time to meet every con- 
venience. 

This is answered most positively py the 
railroad ofticials. They say they will have 
their night schedules so arranged as to 
have at the grounds several trains to run 
out one after the other on the late trip 
to town, thus bringing away the crow4s as 
rapidly as they accumulate at the gates. 

Of course, the electric cars will bring a 
part of the night crowds, too, and in this 
way it is thought that there can be no rea- 
sonable apprehension as to a failure in 
meeting the demands of the visitors who 
are on the grounds at night and wanting to 
coine to the city all at the same time, 

The Southern has fifty open cars for the 
use of the exposition trains ard will put 
several of their largest and swiftest loco- 
motives at work on this business. 

They will divert all regular bvsiness over 
the belt line and bring the schedule trains 
into the city around by way of Belt Junc- 
tion thus giving an open roadway over the 
double tracks to the exposition trains. 

If it should prove necessary to have more 
cars put into the service the Southern is 
in position to do it at a moment’s notice. 


Still Has a Chance. 

Savannah, Ga, August 29.—(Special,)— 
Holders of Central railroad debentures and 
stock who failed to deposit it under the 
plan of reorganization still have a chance. 
Judge Harden, who represents the reor- 
ganization committee here, will endeavor 
to get the committee to accept it if sent 
to him with a written statement of the 
reasons why it wag,not deposited before, 
It should, however, be sent to him at once. 
There jare $364,000 debentures and 3,700 
shares of stock that have not yet been 
deposited. 

Think the Southern Got It. 

Savannah. Ga. August 29.—(Special,)— 
There is a well-defined belief here that 
the stock of the Atlantic short line, which 
has been bought so freely of late, has gone 
to the Southern railroad. The line is com- 
pleted to Stillmore, and in connection with 
a branch from the Central to that point 
would make an excellent feeder for the 
property. The price paid for the stock has 
been from 15 to 25 cents on the dollar. 
It has all been bought through brokers. 


BROAD STREET BRIDGE IS OPEN. 


Many Wagons and Buggies Went Over 
It Yesterday. 

The Broad street bridge has been thrown 

open for travel and Superintendent Web- 

ster is now ready to turn the structure 


over to the city. 

Early yesterday morning wagons, 
riages, cabs and other vehicles were g.ven 
the right of way over the bridge, and be- 
fore noon many wheels had been turned on 
the bridge. All during the day there were 
hundrecés who were anxious to see the new 
bridge, and during the entire day almost 
both sidewalks were thronged with people 
who watched the vehicles roll over. 

Superintendent Webster is now ready to 
surrender the bridge to the city and will 
on Monday hand it over to the bridge com- 
mittee of the general council. The general 
council meets on that day, and Mr. Bell, 
chairman of the committee, will present a 
resolution declaring the bridge completed 
and authorizing a final inspection by the 
city engineer and a formal acceptance. 

Dr. Charles D’Alvigny, who was appoint- 
ed inspector of the work, in speaking of tre 
bridge and the work done, said: 

“When the mechanics® tools, etc., left for 
Philadelphia Mr. Charles Webster, superin- 
tendent for the bridge contractors, and a 
Single assistant were left to complete the 
contract, which they have done as could 
only have been expected from a man of 
his skill and energy. 

“City hands were at no time employed 
upon the bridge; on the contrary, the hands, 
mater.al, etc., were furnished by the con- 
tractors and directed and controlled by- Mr. 
Webvster, my duty being that of inspector 
of tke work, appointed for that purpose by 
City Xngineer Clayton. 

“For Mr. Webster I cannot say too much 
in praise. I never made a request which 
was not cheerfully and immediately grant- 
ed. My suggestions were courteously con- 
sidered, and I know of no instance in which 
they were not carried out. 

“Mr. Webster's courtesy was not confined 
fo myself, but was extended to all citizens 
particularly those directly interested in the 
rapid completion of the bridge.

INMAN’S FRIENDS GIVE UP HOPE. 


Tells the Story of the 
Accident. 

New York, August 29.—(Special.)—The 
friends of “Bob” Inman have given up all 


hope of bis ever turning up alive. 

Mr. B. 8S. Clark, Inman’s partner, sat in 
his office in the cotton exchange building 
all day Tuesday waiting for tidings from 
the, missing mar. He requested the pelice 
to assist in the search and offered $600 for 
the recovery of Inman’s body. 

Besides the many male visitors who called 
on him during the day to inquire after In- 
man, there were several young women, 
who left their names and addresses and re- 
quested to be communicated with as soon 
as positive information was obtained con- 
cerning him. One of these, a stylishly- 
dressed blond, called at about 3 o’clock 
in company with a tall young man of dark 
complexion and wearing a coal black mus- 
tache. After being closeted with Mr. Clark 
for nearly half an hour the latter announced 
to the reporters that the young woman had 
deciued to make a statement personally to 
the’ press. 

Miss Prentis’s Story. 

The young woman began by saying that 
her name was M.9s Caroline Prentis. ‘IT 
live in New London, Conn.,’’ she continued, 
“and am now stopping witk my friend, 
Miss Maud Norton, at No. 138 West Forty- 
ninth street. Miss Norton is boarding there 
with Mrs. Evans, and I am merely vis.ting 
there. This is an important point, because 
the newspapers have stated that Mrs. 
Evans was one of the party on the yacht, 
whereas she was only the landlady of one 
of the party, and, for that reason, in the 
confusion resulting upon the collision her 
hame was erroneously substituted for that 
of another person. 

“Besides the captain, the steward, Mate 
Dorn and a sailor, there weré four persons 
aboard. These were Mr. Inman, Mr. Gil- 
bert T. Sutton, Miss Maud Norton and my- 
self. We left the Columbia Yacht Club, 
foot of West Eighty-sixth street, at about 
6 o'clock. The naphtha engine was going, 
and we glided along all right until 7:16 
o'clock, when Mr. Inman stopped the en- 
gine and spread all canvas. ‘The signal 
lights had been set before we left the club- 
house, and they were burning very brightly 
when darkness began to settle around us. 

‘Now, I'll see about the dinner,’ said 
Mr. Inman, laughingly, going toward the 
companionway. This was at precisely 7:30 
o'clock, fifteen minutes after the engine 
had been stopped. I know this, because I 
afterward observed that the clock had 
stopped at that hour. We were then on the 
last tack to Bath Beach. Mr. Inman had 
scarcely placed his foot upon the topmost 
Step of the companionway when he uttered 
a loud cry and pointed his nand straight 
ahead.

“Suiting the action to the 
jumped into the water. 

“Bearing down upon us, not 100 feet away, 
was the Perseus.

“The tide was frightfully swift, and al- 
though I am a very good swimmer, I found 
it useless to try to swim against it.

“We had been floating along for a few 
minutes when somebody in the water near 
us shouted for help. We could not see who 
it was, nor could we distinguish the voice, 
but I am almost certain now that it was 
Mr. Inman. The cry ended in a gurgle and 
was not repeated. 

“I don’t know how long after that Mr. 
Sutton and [were picked up. It must have 
been nearly three-quarters of an hour. The 
Perseus had long before gone away. Sud- 
denly a big black sailing vessel came to- 
ward us. We were seen and a boat was im- 
mediately Jidwered and we were ‘taken 
aboard. There was an oblong. shining ob- 
ject floating close by. The Sailors rowed 
over to it and we then saw that it was the 
Adelaide’s dinkey turned keel up. It—was 
righted by the sailors, but there was no 
trace of anybody near it. 

Inman’s Cap. 

“Just as we were pulling away a cap was 
tossed almost into the boat by a wave. It 
was Mr. Inman’s cap. He had worn it 
when he jumped. We were put aboard the 
Adelaide by the sailors. 

“When the collision came Miss Norton 
was about to jump, too. Young Dorn re- 
strained her. His ribs had been broken by 
the first shock, but, notwithstanding his 
sufferings, he held Miss Norton around the 
waist until he caught the hawser of the 
Perseus. Both were then pulled aboard. 

“When we got to Mrs. Evans’s flat we 
found Miss Norton there, with Dorn and a 
physician. Mrs. Evans has been away 
from New York for several days. I don’t 
know where she is. Neither do I know 
where her husband is. It was Miss Norton 
who represented herself to reporters who 
called at the flat as Mrs. Evans. I really 
do not know why she did it.” 

Miss Prentis is tall -and graceful and 
rather good-looking. When she concluded 
her statement her head ‘dropped upon her 
shoulder and she fainted away. Ma Clark 
ordered an egg-nog, which revived her.

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In Regard To “Harmony.” 

It seems that what the goldbugs want 
now is “harmony.” ‘They say that if 
they can’t have “harmony” they will be 
in a very bad fix indeed, and we fully 
agree with them in this. Harmony is a 
very good thing to talk about, but like 
everything else it must have a basis.

A Tribute To Fidelity. 

The proposition of a South Carolinian 
to raise a monument to commemorate 
the fidelity of the southern slaves who 
stood by their masters and their fami- 
lies In the late war, seems to be popular 
in both sections. 

The Chicago Times-Herald says of it: 


The movement started in the south to 
erect a monument to commemorate the 
unique fidelity of the negroes during the 
| War in caring Sr the homes and property 
of their masters, and in recognition of the 
fact that not one instahice is known of any 
acts of violence and scarcely one of a be- 
trayal of a sacred trust reposed in them by 
their masters on going forth to the war, is 
@ movement which will peculiarly commend 
itself to all. 

The erection of such a monument would 
not only be indicative of a fine sense of 
gratefulness, but a beautiful thing to do in 
expressive appreciation of one of the no- 
blest traits of our nature. 

But more than that. It were well to con- 
sider the influence which it could not fail 
to have on the people of both races in the 
South, especially in their present som’ 
what sorely strained relations. As a pre- 
ventive of crimes it would be more effective 
than a thousand barbaric lynchings. 

The Richmond Times heartily indorses 
it as follows: 


The conduct of the slave population of 
the south during the war is a glowing trib- 
ute to the best elements of the negro char- 
acter, and it entitles him to the everlasting 
gratitude of the southern people. We are 
heartily in favor of erecting a monument 
that shall cemmemorate the fafthfulness 
with which the negro watched over the 
family of the confederate soldier whilst he 
Was absent battling with the enemies of his 
country. 

In ove of the speeches that made his 
fame Henry W. Grady said: 

I want no truer soul than that which 
moved the trusty slave, who for four years, 
while my father fought with the armies 
that barred his freedom, slept every night 
at my mother's chamber door, holding her 
and her children as safe as if her husband 
stood guard, and ready to lay down his 
humble life on her threshold. History 
has no parallel to the faith kept by the 
negro in the south during the war. Often 
500 negroes to a single white man, and yet 
through these dusky throngs the women 
and children walked in safety, and the un- 
protected homes rested in peace. Unmar- 
Sshaled, the black battalions moved patient- 
ly to the fields in the morning to feed the 
armies their idleness would have starved, 
and at night gathered anxiously at the big 
house to “hear the news from marster,’’ 
though conscious that his victory made 
their chains enduring. Everywhere humble 
and kindly. The bodyguard of the heip- 
less. The rough companion of the little 
ones. The observant friend. The silent 
sentry in his lowly cabin. The shrewd 
counselor. And when the dead came home, 
a mourner at the open grave. A thousand 
torches would have “@shanded every south- 
ern army, but not one was lighted. Wher 
the master, going to a war in which slav- 
ery was involved, said to hts slave, ‘“‘I leave 
my home and loved ones in your charge,’’ 
the tenderness between man and master 
stood disclosed. And when the slave held 
that charge sacred through storm and 
temptation he gave new meaning to faith 
and loyalty. I rejoice that when freedom 
came to him after years of waiting it was 
all the sweeter, becauSe the black farm 
hands from which the shackles fell were 
stainless ot a single crime against the help- 
less ones confided to his care. 

If the southern people raise the pro- 
posed monument it will simply be Gra- 
dy’s speech translated into marble or 
bronze. 


The Shadow of Imperialism. 

The most zealous gold standard news- 
papers of both parties are making an 
elaborate effort to show that the third 
term idea is not contrary to the spirit 
of our institutions. 

The New York World argues that 
Washington ended his second term in 
an era of peace and prosperity and there 
were no extraordinary conditions: inyit- 
ing him to prolong his official career. It 
ignores Jefferson and would have its 


for a third term, whereas he was urged 
to become a candidate. Schouler’s his- 
tory Says: 

Nearly all the state legislatures, Massa- 
chusetts among them, had lately transmit- 
ted affectionate addresses asking him to 
become the pwesdidenti@l ‘candidate once 
more. But his refusal of a third term was 
positive. “If some period,’”’ he had already 
written, ‘‘be not fixed, either by the con- 
stitution or by practice, the office will, 
though nominally elective, become for life, 
and then hereditary.”’ 

The Chicago Times-Herald, one of the 
ablest of the gold standard organs, seems 
to think that the early presidents de- 
clined a third term because they were 
too old. It says that at the end of their 
second terms they were old men, sated 
with the cares of office, and desirous of 
peace and repose. Here is the way our 
contemporary puts it: 

When they retired Washington was sixty- 
five, Jefferson sixty-six, Madison sixty-six, 
Monroe sixty-seven and Jackson seventy. 
Their years of office were stormy and 
there was nothing in the mere power be- 
longing to the station that could compen- 
Sate them for the care and worry. And 
this particularly so as they could not trans- 
mit the crown to an heir. The historic evi- 
dence is that every one of them laid their 
burden down with gladness. 

The only president we have had who 
seemed ambitious for a third term was Gen- 
eral Grant, who was the youngest of the 
presidents. Curiously enough, had he been 
re-elected in: 1880, he would then have been 
of the same age as Jefferson, Madison and 
John Quincy Adams when they were first 
elected, and four years younger than John 
Adams and Andrew Jacksor when they 
were inaugurated. 

It is, therefore, age rather than any real 
reason against it that has kept us from 
having third term presidents. 


What is the meaning of this anxiety 
on the part of the gold standard news- 
papers to popularize the third term idea 
by making it appear that the presidents 
who opposed it were old men, weary of 
the burdens of the office? 

It has long been suspected that the 
money power in this country. secretly 
favors imperialism. It may not be ready 
for a monarchy, but it would feel more 
secure if it had a president in power 
for three or four terms, or for life, upon 
whom it could depend. Such a presi- 
dent, backed by the great moneyed in- 
terests, would have little difficulty in 
dispensing patronage in a way that 
would enable him to name his successor. 
This would be practical imperialism 
without the hereditary feature. 

We do not take any stock in the rea- 
sons given by the goldbug papers for the 
opposition of the early presidents to a 
third term. Jefferson intimated that it 
would lead to a presidency for life or 
a hereditary rulership, and there can be 


not satisfied with its uncertain finan- 
cial supremacy. It wants to make its 
rule permanent by securing the election 
of presidents who will perpetuate its 
policy through a long term of years and 
bequeath it to their successors. Why 
not have a monarchy at once? We have 
raw material that is capable of being 
fashioned into very respectable kings, 
and in the gilded 400 of each state there 
are leaders who would gracefully wear 
the titles of nobility which are already 
so popular in American society. 

It is a dazzling scheme, but it will be 
smashed by the American people.

Hlow the Spaniards Wage War. 

In the interests of civilization our re- 
public should recognize the provisional 
government established by the Cuban 
insurgents, and aid them in their fight 
for independence. 

We ought not to stand quietly indif- 
ferent and see the Spaniards repeat the 
atrocities of their last campaign against 
the Cubans in 1869. In April of «that 
year the Spanish commander published 


the following order: 

1. Every man, from the age of fifteen 
years upward, found away from his habita- 
tion, and who does not preve a justified 
motive therefor, will be shot. 

2. Every habitation unoccupied will be 
burned by the troops. 

3. Every habitation from which does not 
float a white flag, as a signal that its occu- 
pants desire peace, will be reduced to ashes. 

Women that are not living at the'r own 
homes, or at the houses of their relatives, 
will collect at the town of Jignani, or Bay- 
amo, where maintenance will be provided. 
Those who do not present themselves will 
be conducted forcibly. 

In that uprising 2,927 Cubans were ex- 
ecuted, and the fate of 4,672 prisoners 
was never known. ‘There were 1,500 es- 
tates confiscated, over 1,000 of which be- 
longed to women, 

Jesus Rivocoba 
September 4, 1869: 

We captured seventeen, thirteen of whom 
were shot outright. On dying they shout- 
ed, “Hurrah for free Cuba; hurrah for in- 
dependence.” A mulatto said, ‘‘Hurrah for 
Cespedes.” On the following day we killed 
a Cuban officer and another man. Among 
the thirteen that we shot the first day 
were found three sons and their father; the 
father witnessed the execution of his sons 
without even changing coler, and when his 
turn came he said he died for the independ- 
ence of his country. On coming back we 
brought along with us three carts filled 
with women and children, the families of 
those we had shot, and they asked us to 
shoot them, because they would rather die 
than live among Spaniards. 

Here are two extracts from letters 
written at that time by Pedro Fardon, 
a Spanish officer: 

Not a single Cuban will remain in this 
island, because we shoot all those we find 
in the fields, on the farms, and in every 
aves, = S8 

We do not leave a creature alfve where 
we pass, be it man or animal. If we find 
cows we kill them; if horses, ditto; if hogs, 
ditto; men, women or children, ditto; as to 
the houses, we burn them; so every one re- 
ceives his due—the men in balls, the ani- 
mals in bayonet thrusts. The island will 
remain a desert. 

When Spain concentrates more troops 
on the island we may expect a repetition 
of the horrible slaughter of thirty years 
ago. The Cubans are making a heroic 
struggle against fearful odds. Clarence 
King, in a recent magazine article, thus 
describes the situation: 

Impoverished by centuries of financial op- 
pression, the Cuban patriots are poor, their 
slender resources are the sum of innumer- 
able small contributions. Few in number, 
empty of purse, they stand within this 
tight-drawn ring of Spanish fire. Cut off 
from any but dangerous and clandestine in- 
troduction of arms and medicines; lacking 
supplies to form a base; with not a cent 
to pay a single soldier or officer of their 
little army; with only a skeleton medical 
corps—in short, almost nothing to make 
war with—these brave souls are facing, 
not death only, but Spanish death. The re- 
gion under revolution is one great grave- 
yard of' those fallen in the ten years’ re- 
volt,- yet Cubans are undaunted by the 
numbers or resources of their foe. Besides 
this far-reaching patience of valor a single 
act of heroism like Thermopylae is pastime; 
compared with the raggedness, hunger and 
privation which Cubans bravely choose to 
accept, Valley Forge was a garden party. 
For ten years these same men with the 
same slender resources held the arms and 
pride of Spain at bay, and then capitulated 
to promises which were made only to be 
broken, 

As a matter of humanity and policy 
our government should, if possible, take 
the side of the islanders. If we hold 
aloof we shall see the most beautiful 
island in the world turned into a grave- 
yard. 


writes under date. of 
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Morton’s Object Lesson. 


Secretary Morton’s order that the sala- 
ries of the clerks in his department who 
favor bimetallism shall be paid in sil- 
ver dollars has been commented on by 
some papers as a joke, and by others as 
an object lesson. . 

But the secretary's duties do not em- 
brace either jokes or object lessons, and 
some people aré inclined to view his 
latest freak with serious displeasure. 
The New York Times is. one of -the 
strongest single gold standard advocates 
in the country, but it has no patience 
with Morton. Here is what it says of 
him: 

What right ov authority has the secretary 
of agriculture—whose principal duty is to 
distribute squesh, pumpkin and rutabaga 
seeds—to dictate in what kind of currency 
the government shall pay its creditors? It 
is the hobby of the present administration 
that the credit of the government can be 
maintained only by paying its creditors in 
gold. In pursuance of this policy it has 
incurred a debt of nearly $200,000,000. It ap- 
pears now, in the light of our agriculttral 
secretary’s order, that this enormous debt 
was incurred unnecessarily, uselessly, s:nce 
creditors may be compelled to accept silver 
in payment. But if our credit requires gold 
payments, the administration insTsts, 
notwithstanding the agricultural order, 
why not pay the hard-worked clerk in gold 
as well as the millionaire bondholder? Why 
make fiesh of one and fish of the other? 

If the national honor and credit require 
that our creditors be paid in gold, why 
not pay all creditors in gold? Or, if our 
honor and credit can be maintained by 
paying in silver—and the secretary of ag- 
riculture admits by his order that it can 
be so maintained—why not pay the foreign 
creditcrs in eilver? If an object lesson 
were needed, and the agricultural secretary 
deemed it his duty to give it, why not give 
it to the bondholders and other foreign 
creditors? His action, if left unrebuked, 
commits the administration to the policy of 
discriminating between creditors. The 
bondholder must be paid in gold—the hard- 
worked clerk in silver. That is the posi- 
tion the secretary has committed the ad- 
ministration to. 

The creditors who were paid off by 
the secretary’s order are the creditors of 
the government, and if it is right to pay 
them in silver dollars, then it is right for 


as 


state that they are redeemable in coin. 
As The Times very sensibly says, this 
action of Morton gives the lie to the ad- 
ministration’s plea that honor requires 
the payment of our creditors in gold. 

If we must pay our foreign creditors in 
gold we are in honor bound to pay our 
home creditors in the same metal. Uf, 
however, we can pay Morton’s clerks 
in silver, then we can pay our foreign 
creditors in silver, too. 

The administration now stands in the 
attitude of discriminating against home 
creditors. It will not do to put up the 
plea that it is lawful to pay our home 
creditors of the toiling class in silver, 
and unlawful to pay the holders of bonds 
and other obligations in the same metal. 
What is lawful for one class is lawful for 
the other. 

Let us have a little common sense and 
common justice injected into our finan- 
cial policy, and pay all our ereditors, 
without discrimination, in silver or gold, 
or both.

A Row Over a Book. 

There is a lively breeze in Louisville 
growing out of a difference of opinion 
between two Baptist preachers, Dr. T. 
T. Eaton and Dr. W. L. Pickard, in re- 
gard to the latter’s novel, “Under the 
War Flags of 1861.” 

It seems that Dr. Eaton had his at- 
tention called by his son to what ap- 
peared to be a naughty passage in the 
book, in which a young lady confessed 
her betrayal. The good doctor felt very 
-badly about it, and he at once made 
public his opinion that parts of the book 
were written too plainly and were sug- 
gestive. : 3 

The author of the novel, Dr. Pickard, 
is a Georgian of recognized literary abil- 
ity. When he heard of Dr. Eaton’s crit- 
icism he emphatically declared that the 
moral element of his book was one of 
its strong points. He said that it sur- 
prised him to have his story attacked 
by a man who had equaled him in the 
use of plain language in a pamphlet on 
the seventh commandment. 

Dr. Pickard then went on to say that 
Dr. Eaton’s criticism was unfair. He 
said: 

I: is not his condemnation to which I ob- 
ject. but to the methods and grounds of his 
criticism. Before he had read it his at- 
tention was called to certain sentences in 
it. He took a copy, went to one of my dea- 
cons who had not read it, to one of his dea- 
cons who had not read the book, to a 
member of McFerran Memoria! church, 
who had not read the book, and proceeded 
to read these sentences out of their con- 
nection to these men, and made the impres- 
sion on their minds that these sentences 
were the stock in trade of the book. This 
Seemed to me not just and not at all crit- 
ical, Sentences, as we all know, are often 
not to be taken except in their connection, 
and these sentences were especially to be 
taken in connection with the whole life of 
the character who spoke them. They were 
expressive of deep conscience writhings, 
and not one person in ten would have ever 
thought of them. in the light that Dr. Eaton 
did. Dr. Eaton said that lest he should be 
called prudish he asked the advice of these 
brethren. But how could they judge the 
book intelligently without reading it? It is 
simply that he and I differ widely as to 
What is pure literature. I could not write 


a sentence which I thought would be pro- 
ductive of evil. 


Whafever the merits of the book may 
be, this tilt between the preachers has 
already boomed its sale, and people are 
now busily engaged in hunting up the 
shocking passages. 

The novelist says that he will con- 
tinue to “love his critic fraternally, and 
differ from him widely.” This means 
that the row will go on In front, with 
lots of brotherly love tucked out of sight 
behind the scenes. 

The Third. Term. 

Mr. Tommy Hitehcock, the financial 
editor of Mr. Charles A. Dana, is very 
angry because the goldbugs of Kentucky 
failed to carry out their high purposes 
and nominate a goldbug candidate on a 
goldbug platform. 

Still, we cannot have everything our 
way in this wicked world, and especially 
in this wicked democratic country, where 
poor people have as much right to vote 
as the rich people. The goldbugs can 
only wait patiently. It is said that a 
first-class hand always comes to the man 
who shuffles his cards with patience. 
When the money power has selected its 
candidate for a third term, and has suc- 
ceeded in convincing the people that 
they ought to vote for him in order to 
secure the great boon of civil service re- 
form, we shall have a new order of 
things. 

In that day and time the goldbugs will 
have no reason to mask as hypocrites. 
They will be able to throw off their va- 
rious disguises and to come boldly out 
in favor of a third term and a dictator- 
ship. Why not? Are we not living in 
a free country? Cannot we have a dicta- 
tor of we want one? 

The New York "World has already 
shown with all Mr. Pulitzer’s Bavarian 
fluency that the unwritten law against 
a third term is a political myth that has 
no existence except in the fancy of a 
few old codgers who have outlived their 
usefulness.

Gold for the Rich Creditors. 
Little Mr. Eckels, of the cabinet, has 
‘given a lurid description of the outflow 
of gold. “Our system, you know,” says 
Mr. Eckels, “makes greenbacks redeema- 
able in gold or silver. This is what 
keeps the gold reserve down and de- 
pletes our treasury.” 

This is awful. If our greenbacks are 
redeemable in “gold and silver,” how 
can that fact deplete the treasury?

The law has not been repealed, but it 
has been suspended for the benefit of 
native and foreign gold owners who de- 
sire to invest their surplus funds in gov- 
ernment bonds. 

The law is that the greenbacks are re- 
deemable in gold or silver, but Mr. 
Cleveland has ordered Mr. Carlisle to 
declare that they are redeemable only in 
gold. That declaration has gone forth. 
Silver has been discriminated against. 
It is still good enough as money to pay 
the salaries of some of the employes in

foreign bankers. 

Morton’s employes, who are creditors 
of the government to the extent of their 
salaries, can be compelled to take silver 
in settlement of their debts; but when it 
comes to the Wall street crowd or the 
bondholders, it would involve the “honor 
of the nation” to offer them silver.

Dictionary ail agree in giving the plural 
as ‘Knights Templars.’ The great question 
is, are the above publications better au- 
thority on the proper pluralization of the 
name than are the knights themselves?

Walter A. Culver, the well-known build- 
Ing contractor of West End, fired two pis- 
tol shots at his brother-in-law, Dr. J. W. 
Hood, a'so of West End, on South Broad 
morning. Koth of the 
shots took effect, one striking the physi- 
cian just below the right arm and the 
other entering the right leg just above the 


knee. 

Dr. Hood was painfully, but not seriously, 
injured. He was picked up from the street 
and after some delay was taken to his 
tome on the corner of West End avenue 
and Ashby street, where he was resting 
well last night. Culver was arrested and 
carried to polica headquarters, where he 
was detained until late in the afternoon, 
wren he gave bend for his appearance in 
ecurt to arswer to a charge of assault with 
intent to murder. 

He was required to give a bond of $800. 
The shooting took place in front of Cap- 
tain G. J. Dallas’s real estate office at 19 
South Broad street at about 11 o’clock yes- 
terday morning. The two men met in Cap- 
tain Dallas’s door and after one shot had 
been fired at Dr. Hood by Culver, they 
grappled and fell on the sidewalk, rolling 
out in the street in fierce combat. During 
the scuffle Culver fired another shot at 
his antagonist, the ball taking effect in 
Dr. Hood's right leg. The first bali fired 
struck the physician’s breast just below 
the arm joint, but did not enter the body, 
simply grazing the skin sufficiently to 
make the biood flow freely. 

The two combatants were separated by 
Mr. W. H. Alexander, who is related to 
both men and who is a strong friend of 
both. He happened to be with Culver when 
he and Dr. Hood met at-Captain Dallas’s 
office and he did all in his power to stop 
the fight. probably saving Dr. Hood's life 
by warding off the pistol leveled at the 
physician by the excited contractor. Mr. 
Alexander remained between the two men 
until he succeeded in parting them, and 
put for that fact the contractor would 
doubtless have fired several buliets into his 
antagonist. He made every effort to shoot 
the doctor, according to eyewitnesses of 
the affair, including Dr. Hocd. 

The Shooting Followed a Fight. 
The shocting was the outceme of a fight 
between the two menu which took place in 
@ Peiers street barroom an hour or more 
before they met on Groad street. It is 
said that Dr. Howd got decidedly the best 
oftnat fight.

Dr. Hiood went to Captain Dallas's office 
for a tew minutes, and when started 
to leave the office be saw his brother-in- 
law, Contractor Culver, coming toward him 
from the sidewulk with a bright, gleaming 
pistol in his hand pointed toward bis 
heart. 

With presence of mind which was fre- 
marxable under the circumstances, the 
physician quickly closed in on his enemy 
with the gtn and grappled with him. RBe- 
fore the doctor could reach Culver the Iat- 
ter fired the shot which struck the physi- 
cian in the bresst.

A NEW TRIAL. 


¢. H. Brooks Will Have a New Trial on 
the Charge of Conspiracy. 


THE MOTION WAS GRANTED YESTERDAY 


The Trial Will Probably Be Reached in 
the Criminal Branch of the City 
Court Next: Weeks 


Yesterday morning the motion for a new 
trial for C. H. Brooks, made before Judge 
Westmoreland, of the criminal branch of 
the city court, was granted and the case 
will probably be reached in the early part 
of the term that begins next Monday. 

The charge against Mr. Brooks is that of 
conspiracy and it was preferred by Mr. Pat 
H,. Moore, an employe in the government 
service. Several months ago the warrant 
was issued against Mr. Brooks and he was 
arrested on the charge, but gave bond. 
He was bound over in the justice court of 
Judge Landrum and later on was convicted 
in the city court by Judge Westmoreland. 

A motion for a new trial was immedi- 
ately made and when it was argued Judge 
Westmoreland stated that he would grant 
the trial unless he changed his mind. In 
the interim the argument was taken under 
consideration by the judge, and on yester- 
day he announced that a new trial would 
be granted and that probably the case 
would be reached next week. Mr. Brooks 
has been defended by Mr. W. H. Terrell 
and J. E. Robinson, and Mr. L. Z. Rosser, 
who was employed by Mr. Moore, has as- 
sisted Solicitor Lewis Thomas in the prose- 
cution, 

it is certain that when the trial comes 
up next week a great fight will be made to 
again convict Mr. Brooks by the prosecu- 
tion. The case is one not only of a sensa- 
tional turn, but it is to some extent shroud- 
ed in mystery. It involves the past history 
of Mr. Brooks, and his identity as well. 
It is claimed by the prosecution that Mr. 
Brooks has been in trouble before, and 
tnat he is none other than B. Herbert, 
who was at one time placed in the peniten- 
tiary in a western city. 

All these charges’ are most emphatically 
denied by Mr. Brooks, and he says he has 
no fear of the result of the trial. He 
Claims that he came to Atlanta for the 
purpose of manufacturing a patent toy 
swing, and that it was his intention to con- 
duct a straightforward, honest business. He 
further states that the failure of the com- 
pany which he succeeded in organizing was 
the result of misfortune, and was not due 
to any crookedness on his part. His past 
history 19 interesting and has attracted a 
good deal of attention. 

Mr. Brooks Comes to Atlanta. 

Several months ago Mr. Brooks arrived 
in the city, and with him came an elderly 
lady whom he introduced as his mother. 

Mr. Brooks rented an office in the new 
Norcross building and obtained board at the 
home of Mr. Pat H. Moore, of the govern- 
ment service. Mr. Moore, in the evidence 
given at the trial of Mr. Brooks, stated 
that he was approached by Mr. Brooks, 
who was then boarding at his house, and 
asked if he did not care to make sorne 
money. Mr. Brooks then made known to 
his landlord the character of the proposed 
business. 

Mr. LBrooks stated, so it is claimed, that 
he was the owner of a patented toy swing, 
Or rather that he controlled the patent. 
His purpose was to organize a stock com- 
pany in the city for the purpose of manu- 
facturing the swings. He claimed that 
much meney could be made out of the bus- 
iness and that it would be no trouble for 
thern to be placed on the market and solid. 
Mr. Moore thought well of the pian and 
promised to take some siock in the com- 
pany that was about to be formed. 

Mr. W. T. Noian, @ gentieman whom 
Mr. Moore claims he thought was from 
the county of Coweta, was introduced to 
him by Mr. Brooks, and it is said that he 
was told Dy Mr. Brooks unat Mr. Nolan 
was a man of means, and was also inter- 
ested in the business of manufacturing 
swings. Mr. James Campbell was also in- 
terested in the company, and then stock 
was taken and the money raised, 

Mr. Moore claims that he first took sev- 
eral hundred dollars’ worth of the stock, 
part of which was paid cash: for and the 
other was covered by sixteen notes of $25 
each. Later on an additional amount of 
stock was subscribed for by Mr. Moore, 
which was loaned on account of the repre- 
sentations, so it is claimed, that were made 
by Mr. Nolan. An investigation, it is stat- 
ed, proved that Mr. Nolan did not possess 
any property and that Mr. Moore believed 
after this had been ascertained that he had 
been made the victim of a conspiracy and 
had easily fallen into a trap. 
said by Mr. Moore just at this time as 
Mr. Brooks was absent on a trip in the in- 
terest of the business. 

When Mr. Brooks returned it is said 
that he claimed to have sold several hun- 
dred swings to a Cincinnati concern, and 
the order had been placed att a good profit. 
Mr. Moore says that he was made to be- 
lieve that a large order had been given by 
the Fitten-Thompson Hardware Company, 
of this city, but that investigation proved 
that he had been misled. 

Mr. Moore says that he wrote to the Cin- 
cinnati house and was informed that no 
order had been given Mr. Brooks, and he 
further ascertained that the patent which 
he was told had been placed in the pos- 
session of Mr. Brooks had never been 
transferred, and that he was apparently 
out just the amount of money he had 
placed in the business and that he had 
nothing to show for his investment. 

Charges of Fraud Made. 

It was after these investigations that Mr. 
Moore claimed that he causéd to be made 
that he swore out the warrant charging 
Mr. Brooks with cheating and swindling. 

The cdse was heard in the justice court 
of Judge Orr and was dismissed. It was 
then taken to the justice court of Judge 
Landrum, and after the testimony had 
been given Mr. Brooks was bound over. 
At the trial in the criminal branch of the 
city court Mr. Brooks was convicted, and 
a motion for a new trial was made at 
once. Phe hearing was postponed from 
time to time, but was finally decided yes- 
terday morning by Judge Westmoreland 
that it would be granted. 

The conspiracy that is claimed to have 
been practiced is the result of the trades 
that Mr. Brooks claims to have made and 
which Mr. Moore says he did not make. 
W. T. Nolan was also charged with hav- 
ing assisted Mr. Brooks in the game, and 
he, as was the mother of Mr. Brooks, was 
at first made a party to the charge. 

Whois C. H. Brooks? 

At the time that Mr. Brooks was first 
charged with conspiracy it was stated 
that he was one B. Herbert, who had been 
guilty of like offenses in the west. The 
simlarity of the two men was said to be 
almost perfect. In fact, a picture that 
was said to have been sent from the peni- 
tentiary in which B. Herbert was confined 
was said td be almost identical with 
the features and expression of Mr. Brooks. 
This for the time increased Mr. Moore's 
suspicions.. 

Mr. Brooks says that it is a case of mis- 
taken identity and that in the end he will 
have no trouble in proving that he has 
done nothing wrong and has simply been 
the victim of misfortune. The result of 
the trial will be watched with much inter- 
est.

It was the fourth annual barbecue given 
by Cap and Mrs. Joyner.

Harry Stockdell, dis- 
regarding roads and thoroughfares of 
every description, led the way through 
the woods to the site of the barbecue. He 
was followed by a gallant army.

SHE WILL BE MISSED. 


Death of a Noble Christian Woman 
Who Will Be Mourned by Many. 


Miss Lavinia T. Potts, whose funeral oc- 
curred yesterday afterncon, leaves behind 
her a large number of relatives and friends 
who feel a deep sense of personal bereave- 
ment. 

Miss Potts was the second daughter of 
Colonel John H. Potts, of Stafford county, 
Virginia, and a sister of Mrs. William L. 
Scruggs, of this city. She was a devoted 
Christian woman whose many admirable 
quaiities of head and heart bound her 
friends to her by the strongest ties.

Mr. Alex Smith Considers the Dismissal 
of the Special Committes Unfair. 


WRITES TO THE CONSOLIDATED PEOPLE 


An Interesting Report Made Concerning 
What Was Found Out During the 
Investigation of the Committee. 


Mr. Alex W. Smith, chief of the depart- 
ment of public comfort, has addressed a 
communication to President Hurt and the 
directors of the Consolidated Street Rail- 
way Company bearing upon the matters 
brought out in the recent semi-investiga- 
tion, - 

Mr. Smith states that the letter is in no 
sense an official committee’s report and 
binds nobody but hiniself. He states that 
in view of the condition of affairs that he 
considers it an injustice to the Consoli- 
dated that the specal committee appointed 
by the executive committee of the exposi- 
tion company was not allowed to continue 
its investigation and make & formal re- 
port. He deplores the fact that the com. 
mittee was dismissed. 

This communication is intended to jus- 
tify the Consolidated in their increase of 
rates, and from that aspect is of great 


interest just at present. 

In this communication Mr. Smith said: 

“To the President and Board of Direc- 
tors.—Gentlemen: Having made the -mo- 
tion in the executive committee of the ex- 
position company to appoint a special com- 
mittee to investigate the reasonableness 
of your proposed charges for transporta- 
tion to and from the exposition grounds, I 
was named as chairman in accordance 
with universal custom in such cases. Ob- 
jection to my serving on the committee 
having been made by Mr. H. H. Cabaniss, 
business manager of The Journal, I asked 
to be excused from serving, but as I was 
auditor of the company and my services 
as an accountant were considered neces- 
sary, the committee, by unanimous vote, 
declined to grant my request. This was 
a vote of confidence which 1 appreciated, 
and as Mr. Cabaniss announced that the 
publications on the subject would be held 
up pending the investigation, I agreed to 
serve. 

“A conference was held on Wednesday 
morning, at 10 o’clock, between the expo- 
sition committee and a committee frqm 
your board. As soon as this conference 
was over I went to exposition headquar- 
ters and was informed by Mr. Collier that 
Mr. Cabaniss had asked to be relieved 
from his promise to stop pu™ication, be- 
cause he considered the committee unfair 
while I was on it. Aside from personal 
considerations of self-respect 1 felt that 
to remain on the committee would destroy 
its usefulness. At the meeting of the 
executive committee the same afternoon 
I announced that I would positively de- 
cline to serve. ‘Lo my surprise after much 
discussion and against my vote the 4x- 
ecutive committee decided not to supply 
my place and to discharge the special ce%n- 
mittee from further action. In views of 
the condition of affairs at this juncture 
1 consider it an injustice to your comyany 
that the special committee was not allow- 
ed to continue its investigation and make 
a report. As it is impossible for this to 
be done by the committee, as such, I have 
determined without opportunity to con- 
sult the other members to give you the 
results of the investigation so far as we 
made it, in order that you may use it for 
publication if you see fit. 

“We found that you were preparing to 
equip inclosed terminals on two sides of 
the grounds, from which passengers en- 
tered directly into the exposition grounds, 
and in which, returning passengers could 
select the car going to their destination 
and be transported home without change 
of cars, ; 

“We found that you were preparing to 
increase your capacity to and from the 
grounds from 1,200 to 6,000 an hour by the 
following increase of equipment, viz: Thir- 
ty-three motor and eleven train cars, 
which, in addition to those on hand, gave 
you a total of eighty-five motors in first- 
class condition and eleven train cars. We 
found that your schedules would put sev- 
enty-four cars per hour into your termi- 
nals, being nearly one a minute at Four- 
teenth street and three-minute schedules 
at Jackson street. 

“We found that you were preparing to 
increase your power plant by the addition 
of two 1,000-horse power engines and gen- 
erators to match besides the two engines 
and generators already there, and that 
such enlargement necessitated the erec- 
tion of a large building and the purchase 
of some seven miles of additional supply 
wire. By means of such increase and dis- 
tribution of the power every accidental 
break down of an engine would not render 
the service useless. 

“We found that all necessary extensions, 
turnouts, switches, crossings and other 
special track facilities were being pro- 
vided. 

“We found that a large force of men were 
being trained in advance in order to han- 
die the additional cars with skill and 
safety. 

“We found that under your proposed 
schedules all the rooms registered for the 
entertainment of exposition visitors were 
as available on one car line as another 
throughout the city. 

‘“‘We found that all city service would be 
continued with as litth change as possi- 
ble consistent with exposition service. 

“We found that the cost of these va- 
rious improvements and extensions (not 
including the extension of traek) would be 
over $133,000, and that your operating ex- 
penses for the period of the exposition 
would be $30,000 in excess of the ordinary 
operating expenses for your normal busi- 
ness. Additional investigation was to have 
been had, the premises inspected and all 
figures verified had not the committee 
been discharged. 

“We figured on your possible receipts 
from exposition business. The consensus 
of the opinion was that 90 per cent of the 
attendance would be carried by the street 
railways and the steam rai!road. That 
of this the steam road would carry 55 per 
cent and the street cars 35 per cent. We 
found that in order to repay the actual 
cost of your improvements and operating 
expenses (leaving all your profits bound 
up in the second-hand cars, motors, en- 
gines and generators which would not be 
required in your business at the close 
of the exposition) you would have to han 
dle 1,630,000 passengers at 5 cents fare each 
This being only 35 per cent of the 
attendarce (including what th 
. = e Atlanta 
Street Railway Company would haul) the 
total attendance on the exposition count- 
ing one street car trip t ; 

‘Tip to each admission 
would have to be 4,657,142 in order that you 
might get back your outlay. A€ 10 cents 
each way this number would be 2.328 579 

“It is well understood that my opinion 
of the atiendance is considered high- 
water mark, and I have never figured on

The Chief of the Geological Surrey Once 
More on the Grounds. 


THE SMITHSONIAN EXHIBIT 19 HERE 


Seven Carloads Arrive onthe Scene and 
Three More Will Follow—FProgress 
ofthe Exposition W ork. 


Dr. Davis T. Day, who is at the head of 
the geological survey, and one of the most 
ardent workers in the,government depart- 
ment for the cause ef the exposition, is 
once more in Atlanta, 

He whl be here until September 18th, bus- 
ily employed in the meantime in unpacking 
the exhibits and placing them in sbape in 
the mineral and forestry bullding, where he 
has charge. ; 

He is a man of great energy, far ahead of 
the average specialist on all matters per- 
taining to his department, and his biond 
cranium is packed with scientific lore. 

His coat was off yesterday afternoon and 
he was flushed from exercise in unloading 
the heavy cases which were being rolled: in 
the south door of the picturesque structure 
in which he holds forth. 

Dr. Day is a man of facts. His know!- 
edge is thorough. . 

“Just at‘ work upon our statistical col- 
umn,” he said, ‘It will be an interesting 
feature ,of the show. Now, you can see 
there just how much coal is turned out 
from Alabama in a minute and you can see 
how much the whole south produces in 
that time. Then there’s the granite—the 
Output of that in one minute's time from 
all the southern states is shown. So with 
the rest of the minerals. Makes an inter- 
esting show. Il believe that this will be bet- 
ter than the column exhibited at Chicago. 
There the output for one second was shown, 
Here it will be for a minute, The columa 
here will be thirty-four feet high,”’ 

Dr. Day talked interestingly about the 
minerals in the south, 

Has Seen Gilman, 

Dr. Day has recently returned from a trip 
to Bar Harbor, Me., where he was in con- 
sultation with President Gilman, of Johns 
Hopkins, who is president also of the jury: 
of awards of the Cotton States and Interna- 
tiongl exposition, 

“IT was paralyzed,” continued Dr. Day, 
“perfectly paralyzed, when I heard of the 
men who had accepted the position on this 
jury of awards. In the history of exposi- 
tions there was never gathered together 
such a body of men as will be represented 
on the board selected by President Gilman. 
No other man but President Gilman could 
have gained their consent. 

“The full jury has not been made up yet, 
but there is sufficient number to show 
that it will be a wonderful gathering of 
wonderful men. No other exposition has 
ever had such a board, and when the full 
jury is announced it will startle the peo- 
ple.’’ 

Than Dr. Day the Atlanta expositian has 
possibly no more enthusiastic and earnest 
advocate. He is a man naturally enjhusia:- 
tic, at the same time with all of the sound 
common sense and sharpened intellect nec- 
essary to make up a man of his caliber. 

“Will the exposition be ready for the 
18th?” he repeated, after a question. ‘1 
think that it will. “As far as I have been 
able to determine the only thing you have 
to fear is a glut in transportation. If the 
railroads are able to handle all the ship- 
ments that arrive, Il have no fear but that 
the exposition will be all right when the 
morning of the 18th dawns. 

“After all things are prepared it takes 
very little time to place in the exhibits. 
These, 1 expect, will all he here in time. 
No, it only remains for the roads to handle 
the freight promptly, and this, I suppose, 
they will do.”’ 

Professor Day will remain until the ex- 
position is well under way. 

Smithsonian Comes. 

Smithsonian arrived yesterday morning, 
Early in the day seven carloads of ex- 
hibits made up of the most interesting 
objects in the world rolled into the fair- 
grounds and pulled up to the east door 
of the government building. 

Major Henry Horan was there to meet 
them, The major is a man of huge pro- 
portions, His abdominal extensions or ex- 
pansions resemble the famed anatomy of 
old Santa Claus. He has a laugh that

the dark grotto prepared for the fishery 
exhibit. Major Henry Horan mopped his 
brows and worked all day unpacking the 
interestmg objects. The Smithsonian in- 
stitution is preparing to make an exhibition 
that will excel that placed at any other 
exposition. Since the world’s fair it has 
added many objects which will Be of un- 
usual interest to the people of the south. 

Seven carloads of the exhibits arrived 
yesterday. Four more are on the way and 
are expected to get in tomorrow. 

“T really think,” said Major Horan, “‘that 
the display of the Smithsonian institution 
at the Atlanta exposition will far excel 
any ever made before by this department. 
It is, of course, not so large as that made 
at Chicago, but it is more complete, and 
in point of variety will surpass the Chi- 
cago show.’”’

This photo was taken for the Standard 
Oil Company by Professor J. K. Hillers, 
of the geological survey.

A whole room “was taken as a caniera, 
while the lense was placed in the window. 
The picture itself is about 8x8. This will 
be placed in one of the windows of the 
forestry -building. 

Ready to Return. 

Dr. Gustavo Neiderlein, the commissioner 
from the Argentine Republic to this exposi- 
tion, has almost completed the work of 
p:acing his display and will return to Phil- 
adelphia Sunday, where he has charge of 
the commercial museum. 

In point of intellect and various accom- 
plishments there will be no man perhaps 
to visit the Cotton States and International 
exposition more interesting in every re- 
spect than Dr. Neiderlein. He came to 
this country first from Buenos Ayres to 
the Chicago fair and has been here since? 
When the project of making the largest 
museum in the United Stetes, if not in 
the world, was conceived in Philadelphia, 
Dr. Neiderlein was selected as the man 
best fitted to take charge of the colkection 
and installation of the museum. It is an 
undertaking of national importance. The 
commissioner from Argentine was educat- 
ed in Germany. He has made many trips 
of exploration through South America and 
on his last trip had two large steamboats 
at his disposal. 

He has added much to the scientific world, 
especially in his botanical ‘liscoveries. The 
exhibition he brings to Atlanta is elaborate 
and interesting. The Argentine Republic 
will make a striking show during the ex- 
pasition. . 

Platinum Sands Arrive. 

The largest known collection of platinum 
sands arrived yest ay and was placed 
in the mineral depafiment of the forestry 
building. This collection was made by an 
expert at Tiffany’s. It is exhaustive and 
interesting.

Mr. Paul Epperson Has Been Absent 
for Two Weeks.

He has been absent two weeks today and 
hig young wife is nearly prostrated from 
${ grief and anxiety and his absence cannet 
‘ ‘be explained. -No trace of him has been 
found, and after diligen+ inquiry and sys- 
tematic searching his family have almost 
given up the idea that he is alive and 
well. Foul play has been suspected and 
it is feared that he was tolled away and 
killed or waylaid for the purpose of rob- 
bery and fell an easy victim to the high- 

Wwayman’'s club. 

He left his home in the western suburbs 
of the city a week ago last Friday and 
came to the city. It was his intention to 
catch the 6 o'clock accommedation for 
Marietta, where he was going on business, 
and where it has also been stated that he 
had relatives living. Missing the accom- 
modation train, ho went out to the house 
of bis brother on North avenue and tock 
tea, intending to leave tor Marietta on the 
later train. After supper he left the home 
of his brother and started for the carshed, 
This was the last time that he was ever 

: y any one. 
arethar he has been killed or is held 
for a ransom by some bold kidnaper cannot 
be said, but his family and friends have 
almost abandoned the hope of finding him 
van aan two weeks ago today that he kiss- 
ed his young wife goodby and told her 
that he was going to Marietta and would 
return the next night. Then it was that 
he came into the city only to miss his 
train. At the house on North avenue 
he took supper and left for the train. 
Whether he caught the train is not known, 
but it is not thought that he did. As soon 
as he was missed his wife wrote to him 
at Marietta and asked what was the mat- 
ter—if he had been detained longer than 
he had expected. To this she received the 
reply that her husband had not been seen 
at the place and nothing was known of 
him. 

With an aching heart she went to the 
home of Mr. Epperson in this city and 
asked if he had seen her husband, She 
was told that he had left for Marietta 
on the night he had first arrived in the 
city, and that it was supposed that he had 
long since returned. This news almost 
crazed the young wife with grief and her 
suspicions were at once increased. She was 
then firmly of the opinion that her hus- 
band had met with foul play. She at once 
informed her father, who lives near West- 
ern Heights, on the Chattahoochee line at 
Harrisburg. ~ 

The Search Is Made. 

Mr. Harris at once began to make an 
investigation. 

He was thoroughly alarmed at the con- 
tinued absence and called in his neighbors 
to aid him in the search. Every clew was 
picked wp and followed, but nothing re- 
sulted from their work. 

Mr. Epperson was traced to the city 

and to the house of his brother on North 
avenue, but when he left to take the train 
for Marietta all trace of him was lost. 
No one had seen him after he left, and it 
could not be told whether he took the train 
or not. It is not even certain that he 
ever reached the center of town. 

At Marietta nothing had been seen of 
him, and no one knew that he intended 
to pay them a visit. He has just as mys- 
teriously disappeared as if the earth had 
swallo.ved him up. Not the slightest trace 
has been found of his whereabouts and 
his family ere at a loss to understand what 
has become of him. ; 

F What Has Become of Him? 

The disappearance of the husband has 
caused much wonder in the settlement in 
which he lived.

Epperson Stood Well. 

The reputation of Mr. Bpperson was 
good. He was an industrious and hard 
working man. He was by trade a painter, 
and though he had no regular job at the 
time that he left ‘his ho e, he has been at 
work nearly all of the ste and was well 
paid for what he did. He was not despon- 
dent in the least, but on the other hand 
Was inthe best best of spirits and was 
perfectly happy in his home life. 

He was married just after last Christmas 
to Miss Harris, the beautiful daughter of 
Mr. Joe Harris, who now dives at the little 
suburb of Harrisburg, on the line of the 
Chattahoochee river road. 

The father of Mr. Epperson lives in 
Cherokee, where Mr. Epperson was raised. 
So far as has yet been discovered there 
Was no reason in the world why the young 
hushond should have left his ‘hhome and it 
ig feared that he will be found too late to 
render him any aid. 

It will be two weeks tonight since he has 
been seen and no one has heard anything 
from him in the meantime. 

The search, however, will be continued 
Until something develops in the case.

ville, and, of course, by that Atlanta has 
lost the benefit of the win.

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A DESERVED PROMOTION. 
Millner Made an Assistant 
Engineer of the Southern. 

Mr, B. C. Millner, Jr., who for the past 
year has been in charge of the civil en- 
gineering work of the exposition company, 
under Chief of Construction Wilkins, has 
been made an assistant to the chief en- 
gineer of the Southern railway system, 
Major C, H. Hudson.

Mr. Millner married a daughter of Major 
John C. Whitner, of Atlanta, and has lived 
here for the past few years. He left the 
University of Georgia in 1882, haying gone 
there from Alaifama, hig father, hon. 
John A, Millner, having been for years 
a distinguished democratic leader in that 
state. On leaving the university Mr. Mill- 
ner became associated with Captain John 
W. Grant, doing engineering work on the 
lines which Captain Grant then supetin- 
tended at New Onleans: He afterwards be- 
came chief engineer of the Georgia South- 
ern and Florida system, and had charge 
of the construction of the Macon and Bir- 
mingham extension to LaGrange.
